The sum of $31,570,200, or so much thereof as 6 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the Metropolitan Fair 7 

and Exposition Authority Improvement Bond Fund to the 8 

Metropolitan Pier and Exposition Authority for debt service 9 

on the Authority's Dedicated State Tax Revenue Bonds, issued 10 

pursuant to the "Metropolitan Fair and Exposition Authority 11 

Act", as amended, and related trustee and legal expenses. 12 

 

  Section 10.  The sum of $131,996,300, or so much thereof 13 
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as may be necessary, is appropriated from the McCormick Place 1 

Expansion Project Fund to the Metropolitan Pier and 2 

Exposition Authority for debt service on the Authority's 3 

McCormick Place Expansion Project Bonds, issued pursuant to 4 

the "Metropolitan Pier and Exposition Authority Act", as 5 

amended, and related trustee and legal expenses. 6 

 

  Section 15.  The sum of $42,515,000, or so much thereof 7 

as may be necessary, is appropriated from the Illinois Sports 8 

Facilities Fund to the Illinois Sports Facilities Authority 9 

for its corporate purposes. 10 

 

  Section 20.  The sum of $694,600, or so much thereof as 11 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 12 

Fund to the Southwestern Illinois Development Authority for 13 

replenishment of a draw on the debt service reserve fund 14 

backing bonds issued on behalf of Spectrulite Consortium Inc. 15 

 

  Section 25.  The sum of $366,200, or so much thereof as 16 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 17 

Fund to the Southwestern Illinois Development Authority for 18 

replenishment of a draw on the debt service reserve fund 19 

backing bonds issued on behalf of Waste Recovery-Illinois and 20 

related trustee and legal expenses. 21 
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  Section 30.  The sum of $971,300, or so much thereof as 1 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 2 

Fund to the Southwestern Illinois Development Authority for 3 

replenishment of a draw on the debt service reserve fund 4 

backing bonds issued on behalf of Alton Center Business Park. 5 

 

  Section 35.  The sum of $1,483,200, or so much thereof as 6 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 7 

Fund to the Southwestern Illinois Development Authority for 8 

replenishment of a draw on the debt service reserve fund 9 

backing bonds issued on behalf of Laclede Steel-Illinois. 10 

 

  Section 40.  The sum of $292,500, or so much thereof as 11 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 12 

Fund to the Upper Illinois River Valley Development Authority 13 

for replenishment of a draw on the Debt Service Reserve Fund 14 

backing bonds issued on behalf of Waste Recovery – Illinois 15 

and related trustee and legal expenses. 16 

 

  Section 45.  The amount of $1,384,600, or so much thereof 17 

as may be necessary, is appropriated from the Capital 18 

Development Fund to the Governor’s Office of Management and 19 

Budget for ordinary and contingent expenses associated with 20 

the sale and administration of General Obligation bonds. 21 
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  Section 50.  The amount of $425,000, or so much thereof 1 

as may be necessary, is appropriated from the Build Illinois 2 

Bond Fund to the Governor’s Office of Management and Budget 3 

for ordinary and contingent expenses associated with the sale 4 

and administration of Build Illinois bonds. 5 

 

  Section 55.  The amount of $304,000,000, or so much 6 

thereof as may be necessary, is appropriated from the Build 7 

Illinois Bond Retirement and Interest Fund to the Governor’s 8 

Office of Management and Budget for the purpose of making 9 

payments to the Trustee under the Master Indenture as defined 10 

by and pursuant to the Build Illinois Bond Act. 11 

 

  Section 60.  The sum of $14,000,000, or so much thereof 12 

as may be necessary, is appropriated from the Illinois Civic 13 

Center Bond Retirement and Interest Fund to the Governor’s 14 

Office of Management and Budget for the principal and 15 

interest and premium, if any, on Limited Obligation Revenue 16 

bonds issued pursuant to the Metropolitan Civic Center 17 

Support Act. 18 

 

  Section 65.  The following named amounts, or so much of 19 

those amounts as may be necessary, respectively, for the 20 

objects and purposes named in this Section, are appropriated 21 

to the State Treasurer for the payment of interest on and 22 
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retirement of State bonded indebtedness: 1 

  For payment of principal and interest on any and all 2 

bonds issued to the Anti-Pollution Bond Act, the 3 

Transportation Bond Act, the Capital Development Bond Act of 4 

1972, the School Construction Bond Act, the Illinois Coal and 5
